HOMES  IN  DANGER 
Within  half  an  hour  aiter  the 
atari  of  the  fire,  three  home.s  were 
In  danger.  Hugh  Little's  place,  the 
residence  of  Fred  N.  Duval  and  the 
home  of  L.  H.  McQueen.  A  ehicken 
raneh  was  almost  surrounded  by 
flames,  but  riremen  were  suecesstul 
in  prevenUng  the  flames  from 
reaching  the  woodan  atraatoraa. 
Considerable  back-flrlng  was  done 
when  the  fire  reached  the  main  Ob- 
ser\-,'i:-.n'  Ro.xd  and  Ihi.s  haipad  tO 
check  Uie  grounc*  blaze. 

Extreme  caution  had  to  be  used 
to  piwent  aocklanta  from  falling 
trees.  In  the  area  tall  dead  tress 
were  eaten  through  at  the  ba.v  and 
crashed  to  the  ground,  sending  up 
ahoweis  of  aparfea  and  danaa  aaaeha. 

MANY  MEN  ENGAGED 

By  nightfall  between  100  and  150 
men  ware  engaged  In  fightteg  ttw 
fire,  which,  ai  that  time,  was  be- 
coming spotty.  Fresh  fires  were 
noticed  In  seiwmted  sections,  ap- 
parently MMted  by  flying  aparka, 
and  man  were  bapt  eonatantly  on 
tha  Bwva. 

Tfie  abaence  of  a  high  wind  ^od 
the  firefighters  and  i>rrveni-ed  the 
flames  from  getting  out  of  hand.  A 
light  breese  was  blowing  from  a 
westerly  dlreoUon,  but  the  dense 
timber  aotad  aa  a  barrier.  Here  and 
there  flames  ware  noticed  tn  the 
tree-tops  and  bumad  out  within  a 
few  aaoonds. 

POLICE  PATROL  AREA 
Smoke  from  the  lire  was  canrled 
for  miles  and  at  tlmaa  tha  aon  was 
Obaoured.  Itie  smoke  wa^  plainly 
▼Mble  from  victoria,  and  hundred-s 
of  automobile  parties  hurried  to  Uhr', 
scene  only  to  be  turned  away  from 
the  fire  by  the  Ibianltii  pOttee 
patrolling  the  area. 

The  actual  cause  of  Che  oon- 
flagrallon  was  not  a.scerta.li>ed.  but 
it  was  aUrlbuted.  by  firemen,  to  a 
carriaaa  amofew.  Hm  fulek  raapooae 
by  a  corps  of  trained  men  pre- 
rentad  heavy  property  damage.

In  this  list  he  sa/s 
about  30  per  cent  of  the  foods  and  25  per  cent 
of  the  medicines  advertised  are  of  doubtful  value 
A  iicrutiny  of  the  advertisements  In  two  dally 
papers  shows  that  39  and  33  per  cent  respec- 
tively of  the  advertising  matter  dealt  with  patent 
foods  and  patent  medlclaas,  most  of  the  claims 
for  which  "win  ptova  Qfinnfiitll  Itt  ttt  tSf  CL 
Judgm-nt." 

The  advice  respecting  dieting  offered  by  Pro- 
fessor Mottram  is  brief  in  the  extreme.

In  South  AfHei  a  decision  has  been  reached 

to  fuse  the  two  main  political  parties  and  cari7 
on  a  National  Government.  General  Hertzog  will, 
take  four-fifths  of  hla  fDUowmg  tato  tha  Nation- 

allst  Party.    Two  par^  crganlzations  are  to  b« 
welded  into  on^  and  niien  that  task  is  accom 
Iriishad  tha  QovemmaBi  wffl  probably  go  to  th 

country.  "Hlls  moaOS  that  In  South  Africa,  to  a 
greater  extant  than  anywhere  else  in  the  British 
Empire,  tha  sfanddng  of  party  differences  has 

been  effected.  There  Is  now  a  Hert/.og-SmUi/S 
combination,  which  seems  strong  enough  to  de 
faat  of  all  political  enemies.  There  will  still,  it  Is 
true,  he  an  appeal  to  racial  sentiment  and  to 
whatever  support  can  be  found  for  the  doctrine 
of  rapubUeanlsm. 

What  haa  baSD  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
tnaloii  i.adieatat  that  the  people  of  South  Airica 
are  tired  of  party  squabbles  and  pemiadod  that 

progress  can  be  decreed  by  practical  WOtk.  In 
the  founding  of  the. Nationalist  Party  as  a  per- 
manent poUtieal  entity  General  Smuts  has  asked 
his  followers  to  make  a  acrlflce  of  their  par'.y 
interests  "to  assist  the  birth  of  a  united  South 
African  nation."  General  Ber.aog  says  that  here- 
attsr  there  is  only  one  policy  which  any  wise 
Oovsmment  In  South  Africa  could  lo^ow- 
''namsly.  the  extension  of  the  maximum  frlend- 

dlip^  good  will  and  co-operation  with  Great  Brit- 
ain and  with  the  other  Dominions  in  a  spirit  of 
tatomattonal  eomradeship."  The  Nationalist 
Party  has  amoni.  Its  principles  the  national  In- 
dependenoa  of  South  Africa,  "as  confirmed  by 
the  Statute  of  Westminster  and  the  Status  oT  the 
Vnlon  Act."  The  maintenance  of  the  present 
relationship  with  Oreat  Britain  is  conhrme 
Whei  in  this  conneetlor  General  Hartaog  pa.d 
the  following  tribute  to  Oreat  Brltata  he  was 
loudly  applauded  by  his  Nationalist  andltnce: 

'Ifa  as  a  nation  would  ba  trvly  ungrateful 
unless  we  acknowledged  the  great-hearted  at- 
titude of  the  British  Government  and  of  the 
British  people.  There  Is  no  eountry  In  ttk.  world

It  has  been  sugRested  that  the  International  Joint 
Cx>mmlssioii.  wlucii  ha.s  .icttlcd  so  .many  problems 
aJIectlng  Canada  and  the  United  States  In  common, 
might  he  prevailed  upon  to  tackle  Lhl.s  one.  We  can 
think  of  no  body  of  men  who  might  bring  to  the 
attack  a  better  conception  of  the  problem,  for  on 
the  Canadian  section  of  the  commission  we  have  C. 
A.  Magrath  as  clialrman,  a  man  who  has  a  thorough 
appreciation  of  what  the  aoU-driftlng  menace  may 
mean  to  all  of  us.— The  Lethbridfe  Herald.

The  Ranr,  where  a  plebl.sclte  will  be  held  aaxt 
January  to  determine  tiie  future  political  atatus 
of  the  territory,  has  a  population  of  aod^MO  and 

the  den.sest  settlement  to  the  square  mile  of  any 
area  In  Europe.  The  main  industry  is  coal,  the 
deposiu  being  estimated  at  ».eoo,000.000  tons. 
This  coal  belt  Is  operated  by  France  In  compen- 
sation for  French  mines  destroyed  by  the  Ger- 
mans In  the  Great  War.  Siottld  tha  forthcom- 
ing plebiscite  favor  the  Saar  reuniting  with  Ger- 
many then  the  latter  country  will  have  the  right 
to  re  nurclia.se  the  mines  from  Franca. 

In  the  forthcoming  plebiscite  the  residents 
of  the  Saar  will  be  asked  If  they  wish  to  main- 
tain their  autonomous  status  under  the  Xjaague 
ot  Nations,  If  they  wish  to  unlto  with  France. 
If  th«]r  wish  to  unlto  with  Germany.  The  ques- 
tion of  nb.sorptinn  by  France  might  aa  WaO  have 
baan  omitted.

of  literary  genius  and  i)rophet!c 
foresight  such  as  Lord  Tennyson. 
They  ssy  no  llMrattirs  hss  bsen 
produced  in  Canada.  It  would  be  a 
source  of  pleasure  and  a  matter  of 
pride  to  us  If  we  posMMed  a  copy 
of  the  v,(^rks  of  the  late  Jean 
Blewett  to  place  on  a  shelf  along- 
side the  poems  and  essays  of  the 
late  Peter  McArthur,  and  both  of 
those  writers  and  commentators 
were  natives  of  Canada.

Pertinent  to  toe  subject  of  the 
prophetic  foresight  of  men  of  lit- 
erary eminence.  Lord  Macaulay.  the 
author  of  a  history  of  England 
which  was  almost  universally  read 
in  its  day  and  much  read  at  a  later 
day,  was  probably  without  an  intel- 
lectual peer  when  at  the  zenith  ot 
his  powm,  but  the  hard  and  blttsr 
Whig  was  never  considered  In  the 
role  of  a  prophet  However,  we 
have  besn  entrasled  with  a  docu 
ment  which  proves  that  Macaulay 
was  endowed  with  the  gift  of  fore- 
sight. In  the  year  1887.  writing  to 
a  friend  In  the  United  States,  ac- 
luiowiedging  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a 
Colonial  Rlstonr  of  Ntw  York,  the 
British  historian,  writes: 

Dear  Sir,— Xou  are  surprised  to 
learn  that  Z  hawe  not  a  hlih  <9lnion 
of  Mr.  Jefferson,  and  I  am  surprised 
at  your  surprlss.  X  am  certain  that 
I  never  wrsls  a  Une,  and  that 
never  in  Parliament,  in  conversa 
tlon  or  even  on  the  hustlng.s — a 
place  where  U.  U  the  fa.sliion  to 
court  the  popuhuc  uttered  a  word 
mdlcatlng  an  opinion  thnt  the  su- 
preme authority  in  a  state  ought 
to  be  intrusted  to  the  majority  of 
citiiens  told  by  the  head;  in  other 
words,  to  the  poorest  and  most  ig 
norant  part  of  soeiety.  X  have  long 
been  convinced  that  iastltations 
purely  democratis  most,  sooner  or 
later,  destrog  Skofty  or  oMMoMlon.

A  PAS-glGHTD  BOLOUP 
TlM  holdup  to  brtdge,  unlike  the 
holdup  te  a  darli  aOop,  is  not  among 
the  stratagems  OlaSBSd  generally  as 

robbery,  but  a  member  Of  the  com- 
munication family.  The  ptays  of 
this  general  group  assume  the  im- 
portent  role  of  an  engmeerlng 
corps.  They  are  devices  for  building 
entries,  for  clearing  and  keepmg 
open  the  lines  of  communication 
between  the  two  hands  of  a  part- 
nership so  that  toe  right  to  lead 
may  be  transferred  at  will  from  one 
hand  to  the  other.  At  the  same 
time,  the  mission  oi  this  VOry  le- 
markable  "engineering  eorps*'  is  to 
attack  and  eut  off  oommunlcatloas 
between  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

Usually  there  is  one  suit  to  which 
the    opponents    are  particularly 
stiong.  If  only  ene  odverMtfy  h(Ms 
any  cards  in  that  suit,  to  play  them 
he  must  obtain  the  lead  by  moans 
of  a  wlxmlng  card  in  some  other 
suit.    If  he  holds  no  such  card  he 
will  never  obtato  toe  lead  and  hi.s 
established  cards  will  be  of  no  valui 
to  him.  But  If  his  partner  also  holds 
cards  ia  that  strong  suit,  if  eltoer 
adversary  obtatos  the  lead  the  suit 
can  be  used.  It  Is  therefore  sound 
praetlee  to  many  cases  not  to  em- 
ploy a  stopper  in  the  opponents' 
strongest  suit  until  such  time  as  one 
opponent's  last  card  to  that  suit 
has  been  played.   It  is  thL-j  type  of 
entry-killing  play  that  is  known  as 
"the  holdup "  It  is  particularly  use 
ful  at  no  trump  and  is  employed 
sometimes  for  ths  sola  pmpooa  of 
preventing    one    adversary  from 
leading  the  suit  and  effecting  Its 
establishment    while    his  partoer 
holds  a  side  entry  to  cash  the  es- 
tablished trlcka
